I Difclofe the free-mafon’s fecret with candour 
and impartiality; I do juftice to virtue and 
blame vice ; I relate what my eyes have feen, and 
what my hands have . felt. The public will be 
highly culpable if they difpute the’ authenticity of 
this performance, as I have no intereft to deceive 
them. The reafon of my taking pen in hand is 
rather to prevent the increafe of dupes, than to add 
to their number. I have often pitied thofe poor 
viftims of curiofity, who part with eight or ten 
guineas to learn a fi&iuous hiftory ; words they 
do not underftand, and figns which fignify no- 
thing. Children amufe themfelves with dolls and 
toys, and why may not free-mafons have their 
play things^ for as the poet fays, 

** Men are but children of a larger growth.” 

To be ferious, ours are full as puerile as theirs; 
and an artift would be much better employed at 
work than to come to a lodge, where he l'ofes 
not only his time but his money ; and a rich man 
/hould have the confcience to feel for the poor in 
this refpedt. v 

A certain number of follies are looked over in 
every man, becaufe we were born to be guilty 
of them ; fo there is fome excufe to be pleaded 
for the prophane, who, deluded by the artful tale 
of the mafon, pays his money to learn miracles, 
i * perhaps 
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vi PREFACE. 

perhaps difcover the philofopher’s (lone, u many a 
one has thought : but when- he hmk the eheaty ST 
he returns to fuch fruitlefs ex pen five follies, fuch 
noble extravagancies, he dcferves flagellation more 
than the fchool-boy unable to learn his talk and 
thofe who are wanted beforehand of the fnare ape 
equally culpable. 

Before a man is admitted a mafon, he flatters 
himfelf he fhall derive great honour from the cre- 
ation : but when he is received, he blulhes atf his 
credulity, and atl the' honour he acquires' is being, 
afhamed to retrad. Men of fuperflcial uridef- 
ftandings, deprived of genius, may with fortie platl- 
fibility be allowed fuch childilh paltimes: butfl'ore- 
Iy men of fenfe, of fuperior underitandirigs arid 1 
abilities, will not knowingly aflociate with them, 
and join in their' ridiculous amufements. No' man 
of judgment can (feridufly approve of mafonry; eVen 
after his curiofity had excited him to be acquaint- 
ed with its abfurd myfteries. 

ft is really high time that mafonry fhould btf' 
driven off* the ttage *, it has a&ed the Mefry- 
Andtew's part long enough, and let common (fenfe' 
and reafon now come on. In truth, it has of late : 
years fallen much into difrepute ; its fate will be 
like that of all great' empires, Which have funk 
under the weight of their own grandeur. Its mem- 
bers have degenerated by their inertfafe ; and like 
the expanding branches of a tree, that can be lioT 
longer- confined within their former limits', they’ 
mull cither be lopped, or the tree cut' away at the 
roots. 

I know many brothers, who have, longtime', 
loft all’ rclilh for the lodge *, arid l kWO'w many 
more prophane, who' never intend’ to be taken in'. 
J he mafic is d'ropt, and wefliallfee nothing' Ibft 
but the traces of the charcoal arid' chalk* which 
dticribcd the myfteries upon the floor; _ Indetd 1 
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tfc bfotfieflwed wHJ . defitrve pity upon the di£ 
cgyffy pf fych a fceae *, the only doubt that 
WW tipH?aifl6 is, whether fueh triflss, ridiculous 
as they #*w, may not, at proper fpafons, be for* 
vjcefUjje to draw off the attention, and relax the 
hfjtjp of (he greateft phiiofopber : but, I believe, 
np phiWfqpher would chufe to rifque hU repute* 
tiftp by answering this queftion affiromively. 

This work then may he eaafjderVd of no great 
iwporfanee, if it treats of fuch infignificant trifles ; 
thpygh. in faff, it contains a complete and ex aft 
agcpynf of all the ceremonies and my(hm?s be* 
Ipflging to malbnry, without the omifliQn of the 
fmalleff particular. But furely the reader will not 
think he lofes much time in the perufal, when he 
may run through it trfuch foonerthan he could the 
ceremony of being admitted only an apprentice : 
that his curioflty was excited upon this fubjeft, is 
doubtlefs, otherwile he would not have taken it in 
hand *, and with refpeft to expence, he will cer- 
tainly be a confiderable fum in pocket, fince I here 
furnifli as much for two (hillings, as he muff pay 
fcveral guineas for at the original market. 

The reafon of my giving my own admiflion at 
length was, that this would be the moff ftriking 
manner of relating the whole ceremony, and for- 
nifhing him, at one view, with the very quin- 
teflence of mafonry. . Whoever has beeii admitted 
at one lodge has feen as much as he could have 
feen in all the reft : neither is the difference of 
country any thing material, as a mafon admitted 
in England will never And any obffacle to gain 
accefs at any lodge in Europe. 

I defy any free- mafon, let him be ever fo zea- 
lous and bigotted a partizan for the fecret, to deny 
with any confcience the truth of what I advance, 
or pofltradift any part of my work with candour 
andjuftice. It is true, that there are few lodges 

where 
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where the ceremony is performed with io much 
exadtnefs, as in that where I was received ; and, 
therefore, the brethren themfelyes of other lodges 
may, probably, learn fomething from my work.' 
But I do not expeft they will acknowledge before 
the prophane , that I have difeovered the real and 
only fecret : this would be demolilhing their whole- 
edifice ; but I believe many of them will eagerly 
purchafe my book, not fo much to be convinced of 
the re&itude of what I fay, which they muft per- 
ceive at the firft glance, as to have it by them for a 
guide, when ignorant of their work ; or as a 
compafs to fteer by, when they are out of their 
latitude.

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SOLOMON in all his GLORY: 


OR, THE 

MASTER-MASON. 


M A S ON R Y formerly confided of a fb- 
ciety of feleCt men, whom friendfliip 
united by the ties of virtue, to give each 
other mutual affiftance in their wants : at pnefent, 
it confifts of a confuted jumble of obfcure and dif- 
tinguilhed people, indifcriminately drawn from al* 
moil every Ration, uniting in only one opinion* 
the love of gormandifing. 

It is eafier to draw off the thick veil that hides 
the myfteries of majonry, than to fix the epooha 
of its birth. The ancient mafons, Ids tumultuous 
and more difcreet than the moderns, fled from 
day-light and the eyes of the prophane. Hiftory 
keeps a profound filence wkh refpeCt to their ori- 
gin t ana we are furnifhed with no annals or me» 
morable events which fcrye to throw, any light 
upon it. 

In this labyrinth of .obfcurky, where we grope 
at the rifle of falling, we may* however, venture to 
make fome conjectures, which will appear tolerably 
well grounded, by eenfulting tradition, ahd the 
motives for the -original inftitotion of this order. 

England olaifttt the honour of .the invention 
of mafonry. It is too creduloufly adopting fables 
B for 
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for fa£ls, to attempt tracing it to the .times of 
Solomon and Adoniram : this fuppofition is only 
fymbolical, and has no relation to its real hiftory. 
Solomon is the fymbolic name of wifdom j fo his 
temple reprefents the union and fellowihip of the 
brethren, or rather the lodge wherein they afle ru- 
ble. A fociety of friends was intended to be eftab- 
lifhed, which mull certainly have been the real' 
deQgn of mafonry-, and thefe charafters were 
chofen to diftinguifli and feparate them, as-we fee 
the officer give the centinel the watch-word. 

Some people have imagined that mafonry was 
inftitutea in order to accomplifh the rebuilding of 
the temple of Solomon, or to the replacing of the 
houfe of Stuart upon the throne of England : but 
thefe are groundlefs fufpicions, which have no foun- 
dation in reafon. Mafons trouble themfelves nei- 
ther with religion or politics ; the foie objeft they 
aim at in their meetings, is pleafure : by this I 
would be underftood innocent pleafures, no way 
tending to the indulgence of brutal paffions,or to 
a crime of which they have been alfo accufed. If 
in our days, we have feen drunkennefs and de- 
bauchery introduce themfelves amongft them in 
their regales, if a third of gain, ever induftrious, 
has united to the great art of making dupes thefe 
melancholy abufes are the effe&s ot human weak- 
nefs, and the depravity of the age. 

, Other fpeculative mafons would have us recur 
to the Knights Hofpitallers of Jerufalem, its order 
to find the firft fathers and original founders of 
mafonry : this is another millake, that has not pro- 
bability for its foundation. What gives rile to 
this notion, is, that thefe knights chofe St. John 
for their patron, and that all radges are dedicated 
to St. John : from whence they would infer, that the 
Englifh and French lords, who formerly engaged 
in the Croifades, were free-mafons. but thefe 

people. 
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people, who either forget, or are , ignorant of the 
motive of the inftitution of our order, do not con- 
fider, that St. John having always preached to his 
difciples union - and brotherly love, in thefe words, 
which he inceflantly repeated, “ My dear children, 
“ love one another;” the Free-Mafons, who have 
founded the bafis of their fociety upon charity 
and equality, were defirous, by ranging themfelves 
under the aufpices ofthat apoftle, to make known 
the fpirit which animated them. 

It were to be wifhed that hiftory had handed 
down to us, the name of him who laid the firft 
ftone of this vaft edifice. This man, who has a 
claim to immortality, was poflefled of good fenfe, 
and generous fentiments. He perceived that all 
men were by naatre equal ; that nothing but ac- 
cident made diftinftion ; and that nothihg is want- 
ing to complete their happinefs, but to enforce 
this equality in a loving manner. As human paf- 
fions and honours are the great barriers to the 
progrefs of felicity, he thought by banilhing them 
from fociety, to ' renovate ancient fimplicity. 
This thought had no fooner ft ruck him, than he 
conceived a fyftem, which in my opinion, he 
borrowed frow Plato’s republic. I pnee more fay 
it, and it is with truth I repeat it, every thing in 
mafonry is allegorical. 

The temple of Solomon reprefents the majefty 
of the lodge where the brothers work. 

The two brazen columns expfefs the immuta- 
ble fupport of the edifice. 

The blazing ftar, is the torch which enlightens 
them. 

The canopy, interfperfed with ftars, the free 
communication thev nave with heaven, in fepa- 
rating themfelves from the prophane^ and alfo 
from vice. 

The level, the equality of ftates.

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The rule and compafs, prudence and circum- 
fpe&ion in their condud. 

The white gloves, the purity of their manners. 

The eyes of a new member are veiled upon his 
being admitted, to point out to him the blindnefa 
of men, who have their own happinefs within their 
reach, and the power constantly of procuring it, 
and yet who do not fee it. 

He is difpalTeffed of all forts of metal, to (hew 
difintereftednefs, and contempt for riches. 

His left breaft is expofed, to reprefent the inno- 
cence of his heart, and the puri ty of his intentions *. 

A Slipper is put upon his left foot, in allufion to 
what God faid to Mofes near the burning buih : 

* Take off thy Shoes from thy feet, for the ground 

* on which thou treadeft is holy ground.' 

His right knee is held out naked, in commemo- 
ration of the Cerus, which St. John, the patron -of 
the order, had at his knees. 

In fine, he is made to travel , to make him fen- 
fible that a man in darknefs Should advance towards 
the light, and feek it. 

The other ceremonies are the effects of imagina- 
tion and caprice. They are ufed as a fort of cement 
to the reft, to give the i whole a kind of form and 
meaning ; juft as we fee the foldier, in performing 
his exercife, make many evolutions that are no way 
neceSTary in the day of battle. The principal ce- 
remony attended to at prefent, is the money which 
the candidate is to draw out of his pocket j with 
this fame res pec uniaria, the ancient brethren drink 
his health, laugh at his expence, and Shew him very 
fine things. 

The figns, words, and touches, are Solely to 
know one another by. , Tfiefe are kept fecret, be- 

* Thofe mafons who aver that this ceremony is to afeertain 
the fex of the candidate, are miftakeo. 

caufc 
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caufe in flitwing them, every one would be able 
to make them, and thereby impofe himfelf for a 
mafon : they are therefore looked upon as a great 
myftery, and highly cried up by the mafons, in 
order to excite the curioflty of the prophane. 

Nothing can have been finer than the fyftem in- 
vented by the author, 1 take him to have been an 
tnglilhman-, he deferves at lead to have been one, 
becaufe that nation alone are capable of thinking 
juftly, and to pay thofe honours which are due to 
it. He was an excellent architect, but he has been 
fucceeded by very indifferent mafons, and vices, 
more than the ravage of time, have disfigured his 
work. 


In whatever region of the earth mafonry made 
its firft appearance, it certainly has exifted, fince 
we ftill perceive its ruins : I am initiated into its 
myfteries, I know their greateft depths, and I rer 
veal them with the utmoft fincerity. I (hall begin 
by giving a circumstantial detail of my reception, 
in order to difplay, in the cleareft manner, the 
inflde of lodges. » 

The pretender’s fon had made a defeent in Scot- 
land, and had even gained fome advantage over 
the king’s troops, when my friend, Mr. Cowen, 
came to acquaint me, that our regiment was order- 
ed to march againft the enemy : “ What,” faid he, 
** are you going to leave London, without being 
“ admitted a mafon 1” I underftood by this that 
he wanted me to enter into the grand order, and as 
1 knew that the modern Solomons do not unlock 


the gates of their temple but with a golden key, I 
alked how many guineas it would coft me to gain 
admittance?” “ How prophane you are,” he replied* 
methinks I fee Simon the magician bargaining 
“ for the gift of the apoftles. W e are not actuated 
“ by any interefted motives ; it will coft you twelve 
f* pounds fterling - that you know is a trifle.”

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■ The propofal. being agreed to, I was conducted 
to Mr. Fielding, who exerdifed the function of maf- 
ter i he approved of me, and I faw the light. 

The Reception of an Apprentice.

T HE Swan tavern in the Strand was the place 
where I was to throw off the prophane, and 
open my eyes unto light. The brethren went thi- 
ther with me. I converted for near half an hour 
with fome, in a room fronting the ftreet : during 
this time fome others were at work backwards in a 
room that was every where fecured from obfervers 
without. Every one complimented me upon the 
occalion, faying, they wilhed me joy upon my ap- 
proaching admiflion amoagft the number of their 
brethren. The advantages of mafonry were high- 
ly extolled : according to them, I was juft going 
to fee the moft aftonifhing wonders in the univerte ; 
I made no reply, but liftened with great attention, 
and was credulous enough to believe what they told 
me. The treafurer of the lodge now appeared with 
his book under his arm, faluted me very politely, 
and civilly afked me if I was defirous of having my 
name inrolled in his regifter? I reckoned my mo- 
ney, he inferibed my name, and retired. Now my 
friend came to me, and told me, it was time to 
go.into the next room ; and I accordingly followed 
him. It was a dark place with the windows fhut, 
and curtains drawn. “ This, faid he, we call the 
“black room: it is ftill in your power to go 
** through with the ceremony, or to relinquilh itj 
“ I leave you to your own reflexions.” After utter- 
ing thefe words he remained filent, without giving t^e 
leaftanfwer to any queftjon I put to him : a thousand 
chimeras revolved in my mind, which however all 
centered, in concluding I was goingto be the dupe ; 
as they did hot tell me I was at liberty to do as I 

would, 
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would, till fuch time as they Jhad got hold of my 
money. He at length broke filence, to tell me, l. 
muft difpoffcfs myfelf of all kinds of metal, whe- 
ther gold, filver, brafs, iron, or fteelt take off my 
left (hoe, and put on a flipper j expofe my left bread: 
and right knee naked, and allow my eyes to be 
blinded with a handkerchief. He at the fame time 
allured me, upon the faith of a friend, that 1 need be 
under no apprehenfions for the money that was in 
my pocket, and that it would remain in the greateft 
lafety with my other effects in the table drawer. 
What was I to do in fuch a fltuation ? I fublcrib- 
ed with great docility to all his terms, he difpofed 
of me juft as he pleafed, and he was fo fcrupulous, 
that he. made me take off my coat, becaufe it had 
yellow metal buttons. He blinded my eyes, and 
I heard him knock twice at a door. 

In the mean time, the grand-mafter prepared his 
lodge with the ufual ceremonies. When my fpon- 
fer had knocked, thefecond warden faid to the firft, 
“ Brother, they knock at this door,” and the firft 
warden carried this news to the grand- mafter, 
faying, “ Moft venerable. Sir, they kqock at this. 
“ door.” .My conduttor carefully obierved to 
knock only twice, that I might not hear the facred 
number, ’till fuch time as I had fecn the light, 
“ See, dear brother, faid the mafter, what is that 
“ prophane noife which I hear, and make your 
“ report to me.” The firft warden turned towards 
the fecond, and repeated the fame to him. “ I 
** come from the grand- mafter, brother fecond 
“ warden ; fee what prophane knocks at that door, 
“ and make your report.” The door then opened ; 
but the brother, who was to (hew a mafon, trem- 
bled at the fight of a prophane, and Ihut it again 
with indignation. My friend knocked a fecond time, 
and the warden being recovered from his myftical 
furprize, half opened the door, faying, What 

* do 
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“ do you want ?” “ Brother, faid my condu&or. 
«* it is a gentleman of my acquaintance, whom I 
“ prefent to be received a mafon.” The door was 
thereupon (hut again; the warden putting his hand 
upon his throat, the thumb and fore-finger form- 
ing an angle, refumed his place, which was towards 
the weft, after diluting the mailer. Then addreff- 
ing the fenior warden, faid to him, w It is a gen- 
** tleman who defires to be admitted a mafon j” 
and the fenior warden, after making a profound 
bow, having his hand in the fame form upon his 
throat, made his report thus, “ Moll venerable 
** mailer, it is a gentleman who delires to be ad- 
u mitted a mafon.” 

To avoid prolixity in the relation of this cere- 
mony, I Ihall omit the future reports that pafied 
between the firft and fecond. Thefe ceremonies 
are obfcrved, becaufe every thing is done by three, 
and xlfo to teftify the refpe£E that is due to the 
mailer of a lodge. 

The grand-mafter being informed by his warden, 
that a gentleman (for fo every candidate is called, 
though he were the meaneft mechanic) prefents 
hhnfelf to be received a mafon, gravely replies, 
•* Has this gentleman the neceflary difpofitions ? 
** Is he prefented by a brother who is known ? Aik 
“ him his name, his furname, and his age.” Thefe 
queftions being tranfmitted to the fecond, he ap- 
peared, and put them to me. I replied, that my 
name was Thomas iVilfori , and that I was about 
twenty -four years Of age. " You anfwer like a 
•* prophane, faid my conductor ; you Ihould fay 
* my name is Wilfon, and my furname Tom, ana 
** 1 am five years and a half old : a myfterious age, 
4 * which perfeflly exprefles the innocence and 
** candour of a free mafon.” 

My anfwer being thus correfted, it was commu- 
nicated by three different meffengers to the altar of 

the 
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the grand matter, who approved, adding thefe 
words: “ Brother fenior warden, you mayprefent 
** him to me, but be furethatheis difpofiefled of all 
“ kinds of metals, that his eyes are blinded, his left 
“ bread and right knee naked, and his left foot in 
** a flipper.” Thefe orders were flgnified to my 
conductor, while I was in this attitude, which was 
related to the mader, and 1 heard him fay with a 
loud voice, let him come in. 

I was thus'introduced into the refpedable temple, 
without feeing the edifice. My fponfor accompa- 
nied me, and the junior warden took fad hold of 
my hand. As foon as I appeared towards the Wed, 
them ader cried out to me from the eaflern point, 
where he was placed: “ Rath prophane, dare you 
“ tread this ground ? What is your motive for ap- 
** pearing in this augud temple ? Do you come 
here to be indru&ed in our myderits, or to in- 
“ fult them, and dtfcover them to fuch like 
4 ‘ yourfelf? You are filent, prophane; fpeak, an- 
« fwer me.” 

I acknowledge this fpeech gave me a little palpi- 
tation of heart : as I did not fee thi3 didributor of 
mafonry light, who addrefled himfelf to me, I did 
not know on which fide to diredl my anfwer. I 
plucked up courage, however, and faid, 1 came to 
fupplicatc him to infcribe me amongd the number 
of his brethren, and to grant me a place with' them. 
“Are you not, faid he, animated by a fpfrit of cu- 
“ riofity ? Tremble, prophane, at what this temeri- 
“ ty of yours may cod you.” I replied, that I had 
confulted nothing, but a defire of entering into an 
agreeable fociety, of which 1 was willing to become 
a member. ** Well then, faid the grand mafter, 
“ let this prophane travel under the iron vault, 
** from ead to wed, in fearch of the light.” 

The brother who held me by the hand made me 
take three turns in the lodge ; at every dep they 
C cried 
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cried out, ** Raife your foot— lower your head— 9 
** take care— falute.” I conftantly heard over ray 
head a noife like the clafhing of fwords ; this is 
what we call the iron vault. I now and then run 
my forehead againft a naked fword, which was held 
by a brother, and I was at that inftant inftru&ed to 
fink my head, then ray feet run againft fomething 
that was put upon the ground, which obliged me to 
raife my feet and ftep over it ; fo that at every ftcp, 
there were frelh obftacles to retard my match, or 
terrify me. 

After much labour, and more terror, I found 
myfelf at the very fpot from whence we fet out % 
my face againft a wall, tranquilly waiting my doom* 
** 1 take pity of this prophane, faid the matter * brc- 
M thren, let him fee the light.” At this fignal, the 
handkerchief was inftantly taken from my eyes* 
and the wardens made rae take half a turn to the 
right-rwhen, good Lord ! what fine things did I 
fee 1 I Taw upon my tight and left, brothers with 
naked fwords in their hands, their points turned to* 
wards me, with menacing looks * the matter with 
jhe hammer raifed, a table before him, whereon 
was a book, three candles, and two fwords Iheathed. 
"When I had appeared fufficiently terrified, the mafr 
ter let fall his hammer, ftriking a blow * the bro- 
thers Iheathed their fwords, and putting on afofter 
afpedt, they put themfelves into the pofture of an 
apprentice, having their hands, with white gloves, 
in the form qf an angle upon their throats, and their 
aprons round their waifts. Upon cafting my eyes 
downwards, I perceived the auguft temple of Solo- 
mon drawn upon the floor. It is true I did not 
then know it to be fuch, as I jmagined'the children 
had drawn fomething with chalk to amufe them- 
felycs. , “ Brother warden, faid the matter, make 
“ him go up the temple fteps, place his feet in the 
form of an angle, and prefent him tq me in tak- 

** ing 
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** iog three fteps at a time.” I lifted my legs and 
feet, feven times, as if the imaginary fteps had been 
real ftonc or marble : I difpofed my feet into an an- 
gle, and I walked like an apprentice ; that is to fay, 
in potting my right foot foremoft, and in doting 
my left foot behind, fo that the two flioes formed 
an apgle, and I deferibed a right line. 

As foon as I touched the altar, the mafter rofe 
from his chair, and told me to kneel upon one knee. 
He then put the point of a compafs to my left breaft, 
which was bare, and I there held it with my left 
hand. He took my right hand, and placed it upon 
two fwords, which lay croflwife, under which were 
the books of the Holy Scriptures, opened at the 
part pf the gofpel according to St. John ; then hold* 
ing up the mallet, he made me pronounce this 
lhocking oath ; which I call to mind with horror, 
and which made me tremble to repeat. 

Form of the Oath, 

** I fwear in the prefence of the great architect 
of the Univerfe, who is God, never to reveal the 
*• fecret of the mafons and mafonry, dircftly or in- 
** dire&ly : neither to betray by word of mouth or 
** writing, nor to difeover or trace any thing that 
“ may relate to it, by tigns, gefticulations, or in any 
“ manner whatfoever : and in cafe of being guilty 
4 * of any infraction, I confent to have my throat 
cut, my eyes torn out, my breaft cut open, my 
** heart torn out, my intrails drawn, burnt, ana 
** when reduced to atiies, caft into theabyfsof the 
** fea, or blown by the four winds over the furface 
“ of the earth, that no traces of my memory may 
* remain amongft men. 

So help me God, and the Holy Erangelifts.” 

Amen. 

C a The 
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The matter pronounced the fentences, and I re-** 
peated them after him : he then raifed me up, laid 
down his mallet, took the compafs which I held 
out of my hands, and made me place myfelf on the 
fide of the altar j then taking the apron, which was 
intended for me, he faid, “ I alter the name of this 
“ gentleman from prophane to brother, which 
“ ought to be facred to you. Receive, dear brother, 

“ this apron, which intitlcs you to a feat amongft 
** us in this lodge. Kifs the firings of this refpec- 
“ table apron.” I tied it round my waift, with 
the flap on the infide, an apprentice not being inti- 
tled to wear it otherways. ** Put on thcfc gloves, 
“ faid the matter, their whitenefs is the fymbol of 
“ purity, and of the innocence of a mafon’s man* 
** ncrs. This other pair is for the ufe of the ladies, 
•« you will prcfent them to her who holds the firft 
“ place in your heart. By this we would (hew the 
“ fair fex, that we have all the efteem for them 
«« which they deferve, as we do not lofe fight of 
“ them even in our very myfterics. If the en- 
** trance into this reipeftable temple is not acceffi- 
“ ble to them, it is, that we dread their beauty and 
“ the force of their charms. You are now, conti- 
“ nued he, drefled like a brother, but you are ftill 
“ ignorant of mafonry in many refpe&s. Do you 
“ know, dear brother, that mafons make ufe of 
“ figns, words, and touches, to .know one ano- 
** ther. The apprentice’s fign is made by extend- 
“ ing the right arm, and putting your hand to 

your throat, and then drawing it horizontally 
“ along the fhoulder, and letting it fall in a per- 
“ pendicular line. 

“ The touch is given, by putting your right in- 
' “ to a brother’s right hand, the fingers extended, 
“ the thumb outwards, to fupport it upon the firft 
“ joint of the fore finger. 

“ The word which ’prpntices are diftinguilhed 

“ by, 
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“ by, is J A K I N ; a refpettable and facred name, 

“ which was formerly given to one of the brazen 
“ columns which Solomon placed at the entrance 
“ of his temple, and at the foot of which the ’pren- 
“ rices received their wages. 

“ But do not imagine that it is necefiary topro- 
“ nounce this word precipitately, when you want 
“ to know another, or to make yourfelf known. 

“ We take wife precautions. If any one wants to 
« be known for a brother, he will make fomeangu* 

“ lar fign, either with his hat, his handkerchief, 

“ his hands, or his feet. He will then hold out 
“ his hand to you; and apply his thumb to his firft 
“joint; you mult then fay, Brother what does this 
“ mean ? he will anfwer. Brother the word : give me 
“ the word: then you fay, I will give you the firft 
“ Jetter , he will reply. And do you give me the fecond: 

“ he fays J, you anfwer A % he adds K, you fay J, 
“ and he finilhes with N: then in embracing you 
“ he will divide this word in two, and he wnl fay 
“ at your right ear J A. , and at your left K IN, 
“ which being united form the myfterious word 
“ J AK IN , which you fee inferibed upon this 
“ column.” 

He then continued. “ Let us fee what progrefs 
“you have made— give me the fign— very well 
“ — do the angle gracefully— the touch not bad — • 
“ the word — you’ll do. Now give them to the 
“ brother wardens, to the brother who has ferved 
“ matter, to the brother fpeaker, to the trea- 
“ furer, to the fecretary, and to all the members 
“ of this lodge ; then come to the altar, and re- 
“ ceive frelh inftruftions.” 

I went round, and kitted the brothers each three 
times, with all the grimace above deferibed. I 
thought that upon my return to the altar, I 
Was to be initiated into fome important myftery, 
or at lead that I (hould be acquainted with fome- 
j thing

thing not quite fo .trifling as what went before. 
The mailer perceiving my eager curiofity, haftened 
to increafe it. Said ne, “We apprehend, dear - 
“ brother, that the word JAKIN has come to 
“ the knowledge of the prophane by the perfidy 
“ or carelefloefe of lome brother, and mafonry be* 

“ ing ever attentive to veil its profound myfteries 
“ from the prophane, has remedied this incon- 
“ venience by the ingenious invention of a watch- 
“ word, whereby our fecret is doubly guarded. 

“ This word is TUBALKAIN; which we 
“ have adopted on account of the intimate con- 
“ ne&ion there mu ft be between us and the firft 
“ Vulcan in the univerfe. We call it a watch- 
“ word, becaufe we require its being uttered be- 
“ fore that which was formerly uled, namely, 
“JAKIN. The prophane furrounded with the 
“ clouds of darknefs, will be ever ignorant of it’s 
“ excellence and ufe. . But take care, dear bro- 
“ ther, that we have not one day cauie to repent 
“ having introduced you into this facred retreat, 

“ where the light (hines forth. Your weak reafon 
“ does not yet comprehend what your eyes per* 
“ ceive : I (hall give you the key to thole myfte- 
“ ties which you lee chalked out under your 
“ feet, when 1 confer upon you the fecond rank, 

“ which is that of fellow craft. Content yourfelf 
“ a little with having this firft ftep towards being 
“ initiated amongft us. Shut the apprentices 
“ lodge with three knocks.”' 

He then add relied himfclf to the warden, to tell 
him to fignify to the brothers, that the lodge 
lhould be Ihut up ; the firft warden gave this notice 
on the right, and his fecond communicated it to 
the left wing. The mailer gave three knocks, 
the two wardens repeated chem, with the little mal- 
lets that hung at their waifts. The matter made 
the apprentice’s fign, faying, “ Brethren, the ap- 
prentices 
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« prentices lodge is foot with {hiking three 
«« knocks,” which was fucceflively repeated, and 
according to the myftery of three upon, the right 
and left •, then three knocks were given with the 
hands, crying at the fame time, Huzza? Huzza’ 
Huzza 1 

You now fee me an apprentice, and highly flat- 
ttred at being fo. The brethren, who were no 
longer to order, had leave to mingle ; every one 
paid me his compliments, or repeated the figns 
with me, to imprels them ftronger upon my memo* 
ry, and train me to exercife. You have feen nothin? 
Wl, fays one. Was you frighted ? fays another. 
jTmr eyes begin to opert^ but we Jball Jhew you a great 
deal more , , fays a third. What will they {few > 
’ a ' d [ to myfelfc If their myfteries refemblc thofe 
which I faw chalked out upon the ground, I do 
not think the value of my knowledge will be equal 
to thofe (hining guineas I have paid for it. 

The Reception of a Fellow Craft. 


I returned again into the next room, with the 
fame friend who conduced me > the mailer having 
taken his feat, gave a knock, crying Brothers , to 
rn-der. The brothers receiving the informations 
from the two wardens, who were at the end to- 
wards the weft, ranged themfelves upon the two 
wuw, towards the north and fouth: then the 
matter having afked the firft warden, if he was a 
mafon, what was the firft care of a mafon, who 
anfwenng to fee the lodge well tyled ; he conti- 
nued his queftions by alking what is o'clock? the 
brother having uniwere&paft /even, the matter then 
laid. Since it is paft feven it is time to begin our 
work : brother wardens, tell the brothers to aflift 
me m the work I am going to begin } we are 
? going to open the fellow craft’s lodge with three 

. ** knocks. *»

“ knocks.” This fpcech was communicated to 
the brothers by the wardens ; three knocks were 
given, and in making the fign, he faid, the fellow 
craft’s lodge is open. 

My conductor gave three knocks to acquaint 
them he was there : the maftcr being informed, 
the fecond warden appeared, aflced what 1 wanted, 
parried the news, brought back an anfwer, gave me 
the fign, the word, and the touch of my nrft dig- 
nity of apprentice*, and after this long ceremony, 
which he performed without laughing, he intro- 
duced me into the lodge, and put me into the 
hands of the firft warden. Which is the brother that 
you prefent me ? faid the mafter. He is, replied 
the wardens, an apprentice who wants to be admitted 
a fellow craft. Has be ferved his time , faid the mafter, 
is bis mafter contented with him? As foon as the 
wardens had anfwered favourably for me, the 
mafter laid, let him travel, and prefent him to me 
by three fleps. I travelled then, a fecond time, but 
with more tranquillity and lefs dread : I was not 
afraid now of my head or my feet. The brothers 
remained quiet in their places, their right hands 
fpread upon their hearts, whilft I kept mine upon 
my throat. They obferved to me, that I went 
quite a different road from the firft time, and that 
inftead of going towards the eaft to feek for light, 
1 travelled towards the weft to ipread it. This 
double fatisfa&ion, joined to that of feeing all 
obllacles removed, highly Battered me. Being 
come to the weft, I formed an angle with my feet, 
in order to approach the mafter with three fteps. 
I was going to advance into a ftreight line, which 
would nave been bad and prophane, fo that I ad- 
vanced with my right foot towards the fouth, 
drawing behind it my left *, then I formed a like 
angle towards the north, and a third towards the 
eaft. 

Here 
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tHrre I bent' Ay right knefe, in order, to kne<^ 
and having my right hand upon the Bible, I again 
lWo?c ', dccofdtrfg to‘ fh't form which the matter 
diftaredf, asfdllbtfar: “ I prbfnHe under the fame, 
oblfg^tidhs to keep the feCret of die fellow^, 

* craft amOng the appren tices, as I null that of 
**' ffi£ apprentices wirh the' prophane.” 

The grind dith' is'not ufually repeated 1 , probably 
dtf afccdurit of the 1 terror that it infpires. Thig ; 
feOfcr of the ftlloW-craft, which'T waV goihg to^ 
Ifeafrn; higm^r excited rhy buHofity ; and I imagined 
Aitf the great knowledge 1 IwaV to acquire was rc- 

fittVed for this nibrfieftt.- , , 

They begaVtby ptfiteiy helping me up", and 
taking me to the tide of the altar, they then drew, 
the flap Of thy ipfott, Wtilth'I was now entitlecf to 
Weafr outfidh, and fixed it tO one of my waVjflcoat. 
BofifodSV another myrfery, # which' extends the- 
rtdpts-Of the craft, bbt which diftiriguithfes’ them 
frotn‘ thbniafter. 

Ydu : ate AdW nb ltjhger profane, fiid the 
grihd- matter ; our myrterieshave begOntofhihe

“ To givt: the touch, you muftopen your right

“ When two brothers are in this pofture, he to 
“ whom you want to make yourfclt known, afks, 
*• what it means: you anfwer the word ; and this word 
* x is not to be given without great precautions : too 
“ much care cannot be taken to conceal the gran-. 
“ deur of our myfteries. So that to advance with 
“ prudence and circumfpettion, you fay Give me, 
“ the firjl letter , and I will give you the feeond. He 
** fays B, you reply Of he fays A, and you Z > 
you then embrace him as a true brother, and 
“ in giving him thefe three fraternal embraces, he 
“ is to utter in a low voice, left he (hould be over- 
** heard by any prophane, at the firft embrace BO r 
** at the feeond AZ, and at the third BOAZ.” , 
It may be eafily imagined from the refpedt. 
with which I am infpired for mafonry, with what 
fecret joy I found myfelf gradually enriching with 
fuch valuable knowledge. I made the tour of the 
temple, in order to inculcate by p radii ce their in- 
ftrudions, and I received the embraces of all the 
brethren. Upon my return, the grand-mafter 
allowed the brothers to be feated *, he then defired 
the brother-fpeaker to intimate to me the advan- 
tages -of my fituation, and the excellence of mafon- 
ry. The fpeaker rofe up with much gravity, 
coughed, fpit, and then pronounced his haraegue. 
with great emphafis. 


The Speaker* s 


Harangue. 


Dear Brother, 

rp H E fatal veil that blinded your eyes is now 
1 taken off, and the torch of truth begins to 
blaze to enlighten your fteps. Formerly enveloped 
io a thick cloud, you loft yourfelf in the paths of 
the jprophane, and the fun of juftice did not beam 
iQrth upon you. But now the mafic is dropt, the 
3 ^ , light 
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fight appears, and our myfteries are difclofed to 
your aftonifhcd fight. See thefe re fpt (Stable figures 
delineated with the pencil — thefe fteps — the co- 
lumns — this temple of the king of Ifrael, the wife 
Solomon — that temple fo famous in hiltory, dc- 
ftroyed by the Romans, and rebuilt by the broxher- 
mafons. Yes, my dear brother* it is to give a frelh 
luftre.to this temple, which exifts no where but in 
our hearts, that being afiembled under the aufpicea 
of wifdom, we renovate in an agreable fraternity 
the virtues of the golden age, and the age of 
Aftraea. Armed with the rule and compafs, we 
compafs our aitions, we meafure our aitions j the 
light which the prophane is in want of, is a torch 
that never leaves us •, and this level, which we carry 
in our hands, teaches us to eftimate men, to revere 
their humanity, and not to be dazzled with honors. 
Obferyc this fweet union, this cherilhtd peace 
which reigns amongft us ; it is the fruit of equality, 
which we eftablifh in our temples ; never does the 
poifonous breath of difcord tarnifh its brilliancy, 
or change its beauty. In what ever diftant climate 
fate may conduit you, upon earth or water, you 
will find the mafon fupport his lodge with all the 
pompous titles that appertain to it, admire virtue 
in his brethren, -believe him his equal,' becaufe 
they are men, Ihare their pains, participate their 
ills, lend a beneficent hand in time of want* Con- 
cealing no impoitures in the intricate mazes of « 
falfe heart, fpeaking ingenuoufly, and ailing with 
candour, goodnefs, and affability feated on his 
brow ; delpifing all affeited difdain, the offspring 
of pride, that would mark out diftinitions amongft 
mankind ; ready to forgive injuries without offer- 
ing any ; cherifhing goodnefs, and detefting nought 
but vice i Ample in his manners, eafy in his be- 
D 2 bavipur, 
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haviour, affable in fopiety, a faithful fubjeft, q. 
Cdnfrant frind j knowing now to temper thp aufte- 
rity of wifdom with chafte ’vqluptuoqfnefs, his 
heart being ever open to tafte ipnocent yid allow- 
able pleasures, with his brethren. 

“ Thefe are the out-lines of a free mafon’s pic- 
ture*, the charafter with which you have juft been 
invefted intitles you to his virtues; praftile them 
throughout the whole urtiverfe, of wh.ich you be- 
come' a citizen. You are a brother, enjoy with ps 
the happy advantages of being fo.” 

This is nearly the difcourfe ufually made by the 
fpeakers of lodges. Nothing true, much tinfej, 
and no folidity : the mailer gave three knocks 
with his hands; the brothers did the fame, and 
the modeft orator, covered with glory, relumed 
his place. Another brother now appeared, hold.* 
jng a naked fword in his hand, who is called 
the brother-demonftrator. I 1 he mailer had. ^p- 
pointed him to acquaint me with the meaning of 
the hieroglyphics which I law, and which I did 
not comprehend. This man, who knows how to 
unfold myfteries, and level then} to any human 
un'derftanding, placed , his feet in the form of at) 
angle, made a bow, and then began as follows. : 

Explanation of the Picture. 

Dear Brother, 

Y O U ye here in a refoe&able lqdge, or pa? 

ther in the temple or Solomon itfelf. Caft 
your eyes upon this picture ( t late I.) and yteqd 
{6 me, while I explain to you thefe myftwfe^. 
This ftaif-caie, made in the form of a vjoq, coo- 
du&s to Solomon’s temple. You gq up in a cir- 
eular manner by 3, 5, and 7 : it was this that yop 
went up by- three fteps, before you was prefented 
to the matter. 

“ Thefe 
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** Thefe little fpeckled lozenges, which fibouldbe 
diverfified by colours, form the Mofaic pavement; 
thefe twp columns, placed at the entrance of the 
temple, are thofe at the foot of which the craft 
and apprentices affe tabled at night to receive their 
Wages. As they were very numerous, it was ne-> 
Cellary to give them different words to avoid 
coofufion. The apprentices repaired to the northern 
fide toward the column Jokin : the matter came, 
gave them the fign, the touch, and the word, then 
dittributed the wages to the apprentices, and re- 
turned. The fellow-craft performed the feme ce- 
remony towards the fouth, to obtain the price of 
their labour. Obferve the initial letters J. & 
which lignify Jakitt and Boaz, engraved upon 
tbefe columns. Each of thefe pillars was eight 
cubits high, twelve in circumference, and four 
fingers thick. 

“ Upon the capital pf tbefe column* at the eaft- 
ern point, the words Wisdom, STasHUtH, and 
Beauty are inferibed* That is to fey, it is ne- 
Ceffary to have ivifdcm to invent, finngtb to fupr 
port, and beauty to ornament. Solomon, in the 
conttru&ion of his temple, did not lofe fight of 
thefe three points ; and they form the bafis upon 
which our lodges are founded. 

“ As foon as your eyes were opened, by the- veil 
that covered them being taken off, you perceived 
three great lights : the firft is the Sun, the fecond 
the Moon, and the third our raoft venerable Mae 
liter; whpm you fee feared upon that refpefoble 
jchajr to enlighten the lodge. Befides thefe two 
torches of day and night, you obferve another in 
the center, iffuing flames, this is what we call the 
blaming ftar which goes before us^ like that co- 
lumn of fire which (hone to guidotho- people in 
the defcrt. The letter Q ipforibed upon it figni- 
fies God. 

«* Another 
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•^Another interpretation is given to it ; which 
we render by the words. Glory, Grand ur, and Geo - 
mtry. Glory is to God, Grandeur to the matter, 
of the lodge, and Geometry, which is ranked as 
the fifth fcience, for all the brothers. 

• “ There are but three windows in the temple, one 
towards the eatt, the fecond towards the weft, and 
the other to the fouth : there is none towards the 
north ; as the fun does not extend his rays to that 
quarter. 

“ You obferve here feveral jewels: there are fix ; 
viz. three moveable, and three immoveable. The 
firft is the rule worn by the matter; the level, 
which hangs to the fenior warden’s neck, and the 
plumb line, worn by the junior warden. 

“ We confider the other three jewels to be, the 
floor to be chalked out, which belongs to the 
matters: the cubical pointed ftone, whereon the 
craft fharpen their tools, and the rough ftone for 
the apprentices. 

• “ Obferve round the pifture thefe triangular 
figures, alternately full and empty : they reprefent 
the intended tuft, which covered the extremi- 
ties of the temple : add to this the Mofaic pave- 
ment and the flaming torch, and you unite the 
three ornaments which we employ in our lodges. 

tl I wifh I were allowed to conduit you into the 
interior parts of the fanituary ; but you are only a 
fellow craft, and here your knowledge mutt be 
limited.” 

So much for my twelve guineas : a very inte- 
refting obfervation was added, which was that the 
lodge was covered over with a celeftial canopy 
of azure colour, interfperfed with golden ftars, to 
intimate that a true mafon may freely carry his 
©bfervations up to the heavens, when once he bits 
thrown off the paflions of the prophane. 

The 
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: The mailer fubjoined to the valuable inftru&ionS 
l had juft received, the apprentice and fellow-craft’s 
catcchifm, which he made all the brothers repeat 
by interrogatories. But as 1 intend to add the 

S ueftions which relate to the reception of a ma- 
er, I lhall not yet introduce it, in order to bring 
into one point of view, without interruption, thefe 
wonderful arcana. 

The catcchifm being finilhcd, the mailer rofe 
and left his place, which was immediately tilled 
by a brother, who had patted mailer, becaufe it 
lhould. never remain vacant; he then approached 
me, made the fellow-craft’s ling, . and held out 
his hand to me, his thumb being properly difpoled. 
“ This, my dear brother, faid he, is to teach you 
** the watch-word ; we have fixed upon the word 
“ Shibboleth for the fellow-craft, and you have a 
right to exatt it from every one who takes 
u upon himfelf the title of brother ; and you 
?* may, by means of what we have been teach-' 
** ing you, have, the doors of every apprentice’s 
“ and fellow- craft’s lodge opened to you, in order 
“ to work as fuch.” 

After being arrived at this frelh point of per- 
fection which is conferred upon the freedom of 
all the mafons companies in the world, this 
worthy mailer refumed the chair; called to oritr y 
that is, that every brother fhould put his. hand to 
his heart, and alk the brothers if any thing had 
been omitted. “ Speak, my brethren, faid he, 
“ you arc equally interefted with myfelf; the com- 
“ mon advantage and general good of the whole 
‘‘ order are in queftion.” None having replied, 
the mailer faid, “ As we have not finned in any 
“ thing; let us congratulate each other, my bre- 
** thren, upon having worked 16 well to day* 
“ Brother warden. What is it o’Clock r” He an T 
fwered, “ Moll venerable fir, it is full midnight.” 

“As 
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** As it is full midnight, laid thd matter, if is 
•» time to finifli our work : Brother, inform thd 
“ officers, matters, fellow-crafts, and apprentices 
*« of this lodge, that we are going to (hut thd 
«* apprentices and feUow-crafts lodge, with three 
•* knocks.” 

The cuftona is to communicate this Ipeech of the 
matter to the brethren upon both wings : thooghr 
they heard it Very 1 diftin&lyas being prefent, the 
jtiyftic rules cxaBt the repetition to keep up the tha® 
jetty of the lodges. As foori as it was declared by* 
dbe wardens, the matter gave three knocks- whhlwa 
Woodbn mallet, the wardens did the fame,, which is 
done by gding over the two firft hdftily, to givethd 
kft with deliberation and gravity : thd matter mkdd 
the apprentices fign, and letting his hand (hop 
upon his heart, after having drawn it along hfci 
throat, and concluded with thefe words: “ BrcM 
** ther warden, acquaint our brothers that the ap* 
“ pren ticcs and feliow- crafts lodge is fhut up witH 
w three knocks.” 

It was neceflary to hear the repetition Of thd 
two echoes, which began to be tedious and very 
irkfome, by reafon of die 1 length of the cere- 
mony ; but I had my ears very) agreeably tickled 
with the civil eXprrifions which our worthy niafttr 
fubjoined, “ Let us congratulate ourfelves, my

The tWo brother 
waiters effaced all the marks that had been made 
with a wet cloth, taking great care that not thfe 
k*ft veftigewf chalk fluotdd remain, that the 
prbphahe might not thereby gain any infight iht'O 
our myfteries. It was With regret that I faw lb inge- 
nious a piece of drawing entirely defaced : but the 
table, Which was elegantly ferved, at my ekpehce, 
now attrafted all our attention, Before We took Our 
feats, a brother taking up a bottle, afked me, 
** What Leaded it ? A bottle, I ahlwered. Yml are 
“ wrong, faid he, this is called a barrel. Ahd 
** this, feh 1 he, taking up a glafs. What do you 
“ call this i a tumbler, or dtinking-glafs, faid I : 
** Not at all, laid he, this is a cannon, and pet- 
“ haps you do not know, that We call wine red 
“ powder, and water white powder ; and ewtry 
“ brother has a barrel of ted powder before him, 
“ and charges his own cannon.’*

S UPPER being ended, every one took a feat 
without ceremony, though the fame dif- 
pofition as in the lodge was ‘nearly obferVed. 
As the table was in the farm of a long-fqaare, 
the four cardinal points Were eafily din irtguifhed : 
that is to fay, the eaft where the matter prefided, 
the weft, where the wardens were to catch his or- 
ders , the fouth and north, where the craft Worked 
as well as the matters. The repaft was elegant, no- 
thing was wanting but fobriety. The fame liberty 
was given us as to the prophane, with refpeft to 
talking and eating. By that time we had drank 
our bottle a-piece, theconverfation began to be ve- 
fy gay, when all of a fudden, the matter giving a 
knock, cried out, “ Brother warden, to order.” 
He and his deputy diftributed this command on 
each fide, “ Brothers, to order.” 

E . Tphis 
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This knock Immediately produced fiknee, and 
our attention was attracted by this advertifement. 
The mafter afleed his brother warden, if he was 
a mafon, if the lodge was tiled from whence he 
came, what he brought, and what was o’clock ? 
In a word, he opened the lodge. 

It would be linning againft the rules, to pafs 
over any of the ceremonies of the table lodges, 
of reception, or bufinefs: I have omitted them 
to avoid prolixity ; the catechiftn, of which I 
Iball give a correct tranfeript, contains, together 
with the queftions, the manner of opening and 
Shutting the lodges. Though my brother malons 
may have the patience to repeat ten or a dozen 
times the fame thing, I muft have more refpeft 
for the reader, than to tire him with fuch tedious 
repetitions. 

As our venerable mafter had my inftrudtion 
greatly at heart, he interrogated the brothers, that 
1 might learn by their anfwers. I muft inge- 
nuoufly acknowledge, I was extremely furprized 
to hear reafonable people giving ferious and grave 
anfwers to fuch childilh queftions. I, at firft, 
imagined every one was at liberty to make what 
anfwers he pleafed but as the learned brothers 
laughed at thofc who were embarrafied in their 
replies, I foon found out that there was a form, 
written or received by verbal tradition. Thefe in- 
terrogations were concluded by an order for the 
brothers to charge, and form a line wiih their can- 
non. Every one laid hold of the barrel of red 
powder, and charged accordingly. Brother, faid 
the mafter. Are the cannons charged ? and he an* 
fwering they were all, the mafter rofe from his 
chair j we rofe up with him, having a napkin 
upon ouf arm, and the apron before us. “ Bro- 
“ thers, faid the mafter, it is to have the plea- 
“ fure and advantage of drinking the health of

the greateft, which the depravity of human nature 
has introduced into our lodges.- The fumptuouf- 
nefsofthe table brings on intemperance, and the 
variety of wines often engenders a confufion of 
languages. The matter’s mallet ftrikes to order y 
but .his voice cannot be heard through the in- 
E a ceflant 
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ccflant clamour; reafbn i* pb&orod in- the wy 
center of light itfdf. 

This blerruQi, which, at firft fight, feems to far* 
nifii the virtues of mafouey, ferves only as a foil 
to its brilliancy. This is the (hade chat gives re- 
lief to the colouring of a pi&ure. The prophane, 
in this conditiqn, would give into the mod un- 
pardonable ex^elles ; but a. tnafon always prefer ves 
a certain refer ve, which fprings from the fountain 
of virtue wherewith mafonry inures him. 

1 muft do juftice to all the lodges in which 1 
have been, as well in France as England, aa4 
own that 1 never heard the lead indecency of 
expreflion, which bordered upon hbeflanifin. 
If a brother flxould make a flip this way, ho 
would b.e putuflsed by being fined, according to 
the nature of (he fault: that is to lay, he muft 
either pay a. fiuUjng, half a crown, or a crown, 
mote or led; acd this money is faithfully diftrt- 
tjiated to the poor. 

A brother has a fight to impeach another 
wh.en he fipda him dray beyond the timits of 
his duty ^ the tuader pronounces fenteoce, and 
t|ie cylprit begins by doing penance: if his fen- 
tencf is a pecqniaty r«uhi» he fays, “ Brethren, 
“ I forfeit this; (up? for a fault committed." If ho 
is condemned t° iwafibw a certain number of 
glades of water, be fids thorn himfctf, and fays* 
“ Brethren, 1 fire this, cannon of whke powdefi 
" for a fault ootamitteds” 

If he has any remon I ranees to make, he ad- 
dress hjtnfelf to the junior warden to afk leavn 
tp fpeajk A apd when his petition is granted by tho 
matter,; he makes his apology to the whole lodge: 
bi& he .mud take case to make u£b of no falib 
arguments,, or e^ptefe any aesimony againd any 
brother* toju&ify- ttkftfelf. 

Faults 
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Faults committed without the lodge are ilTa 
cognizable at this tribunal. Mifbooerftapdines 
are redified, and dilutes amicably decided. IfiC 
bean intricate affair, fome brothers are appointed, 
to examine into the rperits of it with deliberation 
and attention ; and they always decide with can- 
dour an<f impartiality, Thefe rail cafes are ufual- 
ly referred for the apparatus lodge. 

Afeer having made feveral difeharges of ar- 
tilferr. we began to think of cl: fine the lodge : 
w^ had palled our time in a melancholy manner 
enough ever flnee it had been opened, becaufe we 
were depied that liberty of convention, which 
lb agreeably finilhes a repaft. We looked at 
one another without faying a word; Morpheus be- 
gan to extend his influence ; and, to own the truth, 
we made a very foolilh appearance. 

Our npafter, at length, ordered the laft firing, 
for the p.rofperity of all our brothers*, we dif. 
charged oup pieces in the beft manner it was 
poffiole, and when we refumed our places, we 
were acquainted with the day of our next meeting ; 
then the fenior warden was aflted the hour, who 
anfwered it was full midnight ; then faid the ma- 
iler, as it is full midnight, it is time to finilh 
our work; inform oor brothers, that the ap- 
prentices, and fellow- crafts lodge is going to do 
doled with three knocks. We were compelled to 
hear the tedious repetition of thefe words. The 
mafter gave three knocks ; the wardens gave alia 
three knocks with their hammers: the mafter then 
gave the apprentices and fellow-crafts fign, in 
laying that the apprentices and fellow crafts lodge 
was doled with three knocks: the wardens made 
the liens, and repeated the fame, after which wc 
roared out, Hqzza ! Huzza 1 Huzza ! 


This 
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This Is an exad recital of the ceremony of my 
being received a free mafon ; and the fame is 
pra&ifed in all the lodges in the world. 

I imagine the reader is not very curious to 
know what I thought of my day's work up- 
on my return home, and being done. How<- 
ever, I muft inform him, there were two things 
I very much regretted, the lofs of my time, and 
the lofs of my money. I had facrificed both,' 
and I confidered this action as one of thofe foole- 
ries, that a man may be guilty of once in his life. 
1 could not help looking upon mafonry with the 
higheft contempt, now T was acquainted with it. 
Neverthelefs, the excellent morals, which I had 
heard fo much preached up, had made lome im- 
prelBon upon me, and I was defirous of feeing it 
put in practice. 

A young mafon’s acquaintance foon increafe •, 
“ So many brothers, fo many friends,” fay they. 
This may be true in fome rcfpeds, that is to 
fay, where money or good wine is the cafe. 
I had perpetual vifits paid me by my brother 
mafons. 1 believe a mafon would fooner do a 
good office to a brother than any other •, but then 
it muft not coft him much : the fraternity extend 
their friendfhip as far as the purfe-ftrings: here it ex- 
pires, without thfeir having the power to open them. 

All are mafons in the lodge: all are prophane out 
of it. He that was your brother round the pi&ure, 
or the table, looks upon you difdainfully in the 
ftreet, if you are not upon a level with him in point 
of fortune : and if he ftiould touch his hat to 
you, it is with the utmoft concern, left the pro- 
phane Ihould obferve him. Thefe fcruples were 
utterly unknown at the firft inftitution of the or- 
der, when this falfe delicacy never drew the line of 
diftin&ion between the brotherhood. 

Mafonry 
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Mafonry owed the progrefs it made to the prac- 
tice of virtues, which it enforced, and to the equa- 
lity of conditions, which it reftored \ and by the 
fame' reafon, its decline and the diferedit which it 
is at prefent held in, is entirely owing to thofe in- 
novations. 

The brother craft ufually work three months 
before they are received matters. This period is 
allowed them to gain inftrudfion, and make trial of 
their Ikifl. Great care is taken to incrcafe their 
folicitude, and excite their defire to be admitted 
matters ; which, fay they, “ contains the key of 

all that they have feen, and is the fecret of 
“ fecrets.” 

Mr. Cowen, who had unpropbanized me, was 
deGrous of compleating the work, and conferring 
upon me the character of a mafon in its greateft 
amplitude, by introducing me to the third and 
laft degree. I had conceived a diftafte to this 
accomplilhment ; he, neverthelefs, had the addrefs 
and (kill to prevail upon my weaknefs to part with 
four more guineas for this new reception. 

I accordingly repaired to the deftined fpot ; and 
when the brethren bad cbarcoalized, according to 
their fancy and caprice, Adoniranis tomb and the 
branch of Acacia , they told me to prepare. 

The Reception of a Master. 

f | > H E matter’s lodge opens with the fame cere- 
J. monies as that of the apprentices and fellow- 
crafts, with this difference, that nine knocks are 
given inftead of three. The prefident is, upon this 
occafion, called moft refpeSable , and the name of 
v nerable devolves to the wardens and matters,. 

The receiver puts on his habit, that is to fay, 
his apron and gloves : he keeps, however, his mo- 
ney and other metals, becaufe as a mafon, he ought 

to 
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to make good life Of them. Neither the knee, 
not the bread is laid bare ; hor are the eyes blind- 
folded, as he is fuppofed already to have feett the 
light. The lodge being opened, the Venerable 
deputy being fent by the molt ft fptftable mailer, I 
was by him allowed to be admitted, he being prt-* 
vioufly informed, * Whether 1 had Worked Well. 

and whether my tnaftet was contented with me, • 
and having alfo given the figns, words, and 
touches, belonging to the apprentice as well as 
to the fellow craft. 

1 uhderweht this examination;, and acquitted my* 
felf with honour : whereupon the junior Warded 
took me by the hand, and conducted me in. 

At the tirft ftep I took, 1 was terrified at the 
fight of two naked fwofds, which brother-terrible 
held in his hands, one with the point Upwards, 
and the other with the point downwards. 

The warden laid hold of the fword Which bro>- 
ther-terrible held in his right hand, ahd retted thfc 
point againft my ftomach, in bidding me fuppott 
the blade with my arm. 

In this attitude, I Went nine times round the* 
lodge, the warden holding my right arm With one 
hand, and the fword in the other. My face Was 
turned towards the wall, the brethren kept a pro<- 
found filence, which was broke in upon, only to 
inform me, to falute the tnofi reffdSabU jHajltr^ in 
palling before the altar. 

When 1 came to the wett, after nine mytteribifs 
rounds, the two venerable wardensgave nine knotks 
with their mallets, one deputy faying tx> the othe?, 
that I was a brother fellow-craft, who defired lb 
be admitted to the degree of matter. He accord- 
ingly carried the meflage to the moft tefpedUbte 
matter, who feemed to fhudder at the name of 
fellow-craft. u Is he not, faid he, one of thofe 
" wretches, who have ftceped their hands in the 

*• blood 
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“ blood of our moft refpeitable matter, Ado- 
“ niram ? 

I was then examined from head to foot, and 
they ferioufly faid, “ I had feme refemblancc of 
“ them, bqt that I was not however one.” 

I fljould have bur ft into a fit of laughter at (his 
reply, if 1 had not obferved a brother extended at 
full length like a corpfe, his face covered over 
with a linen cloth, fprinklcd with fome drops of 
blood, and, as I apprehended, I was going to be 
fervcd in the fame manner, I imagined they woyld 
be revenged of tpy indecent rifioility. 

The refpe&abie matter ordered me to have my 
feet placed upon an angle chalked out at the foot 
of the pi&ure, and that I fliould be prefented to 
him at three ttep6. 

I now learnt a new inarch ; I took three ftep$ 
gig-zag fafhion like a fellow-craft, with this dif- 
ference, that I placed my feet out of the pi&ure, 
by way of refpeft ; and 1 was directed how to 
draw the fecond to the firft, and keep it fufpended,' 
or at leaft only put the point of the toe to the 
ground, to avoid rubbing out the marks of the 
charcoal. 

1 went down upon one knee before the altar, 
to take a frefh oath, and I repeated that hor- 
rible oath, the remembrance of which ftill (hocks 
tny memory. When 1 had thus bound myfelf by 
thieie promifes, the moft refpe&able matter raifed 
me up with his hand, and whifft I was between 
the two wardens, he fpoke this difcourfe to me. 

Dear Brother, 

M QU are unacquainted with the caufe of our 
X meeting. We are convened here to com- 
memorate the memory of Adoniram our father, 
to whom Solomon the Wife had formerly in- 
truded the care of the temple which he cen- 
F ftrufted. 
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ftrufled. Adoniram, being acquainted with the 
work, had a great number of workmen under him, 
whofe wages were not alike. In order to avoid 
paying an apprentice the price of a fellow craft, 
or a fellow-craft that of a matter, he paid the ap- 
prentices at the column Jakin , towards the north, 
and the brother-craft at the column Boaz , towards 
the fouth, and the matters in the middle chamber. 

“ The thirft of gain excited three wretched fel- 
low-craft, to refolve either to get the matter’s word 
from the mouth of Adoniram, or to let him pe- 
rilh under their hands. They potted themfclves 
at three different gates of the temple, each armed 
with a club to execute their defign. Adoniram, 
who did not fufpeft the treachery of bis brothers, 
entered without fear into the temple, and when he 
was upon the point of going out towards the weft, 
he met with one of thefe aflaffins, who afked of 
him, with threats, the matter’s word. Adoniram 
replied, that he had not received it in that manner; 
upon this refufal, the fellow craft ftruck him with 
the weapon he had in his hand; (at this place the 
warden laid his mallet upon my head , and the moft 
refpeftable mafter continued) Adoniram, though 
he had received the blow, -gained the fouth-door, 
where he found another murderer, who gave him 
a fecond blow (at this word I received one from the 
fenior warden) which brought him to the ground :■ 
he had, however, ftrength enough left to efcape 
from them, and run towards the eaft, to avoid the 
danger which threatened him ; but the third af- 
fattin appeared with his club, and gave him fuch a 
violent blow upon his head” 

In uttering thefe words, the moft refpeftable 
matter raifed his voice, and lifted up his mallet, 
as if he defigned to knock me down ; I thought 
he was going ferioufly about it, and I drew back ; 
but the two wardens who held me by the 

Ihoulders, 
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IhoOlders, ftretcbed me at full length upon the, 
floor, and another inftantly threw a linin cloth, 
over my face: my left hand, was ftreched out, 
upon my fide, my right hand, which covered my, 
heart as the fellow'- crafts fign, was wrapped up in, 
my apron, and my right foot placed upon my left 
knee, to form an angle. . t 

You are to remain in this pofture till fueh time, 
as the word is found. The moll refpedtable ma-, 
fter fays. Brothers , the mafter has loft his wordy let 
us travel to find it. They took three tours round 
the defun& (who was all this while laughing un- ( 
der the handkerchief-,) then the molt refpedtable 
mafter ftruck the alter, and laid, “ Brethern,, 
“ the firft word which is fpoken amongft us,, 
“ (hall be that which we will take for the ma- 
“ fter’s word.” 

Every one now kept a profound filence,' and all 
the brethren came round me iq the form of a cir- 
cle. The moft refpe&ablc mafter got in the mid-, 
die, took off my apron, laid hold of my fore 
and middle fingers, without faying any thing ; he 
then went to the others, who formed a chain by, 
being arm in arm, and faid to the warden in his 
ear, MAC-BEN AC. The warden repeated it to 
his neighbour, and he to the next, till it went fuc- 
ceffively round fo that it returned to the moft re- 
lpe&able mafter by the junior warden. He then 
approached me, took hold of my fift, placed his 
left hand upon my flioulder, his right knee up- 
on my left, and raifed me up, faying, MAC- 
BENAC. 

The ceremony being finilhed, he then conti- 
nued his hiftory with as much folemnity as if he 
had related nothing but matters of faft. “ Ado- 
“ ' niram having expired with the blows thefe af- 
“ faffins gave him at the eaft door, the villains 
** thought of nothing now but to conceal their

“ crime from the eyes ‘of men, to efcape the 
“ vengeance that threatened them. They haftily 
u buried the body of our unfortunate father, till 
“ fuch time as they could conveniently carry it 
“ eliewhere, and they planted over it a branch 
u of acacia, that they might know it again. In 
** the meanwhile, Solomon finding Adoniram mif* 
“ fing in the temple, exerted his utmoft efforts 
“ to nnd out a man who was fo ufeful to him. 
“ At the end of feven days, he font out nine ma* 
Iters, who feparated into three divifions, and fet 
tl Forward from the three points, Eaft, Weft, and 
“ South, to make the moft regular fearch. 

“ They were already wearied in this fruittefs 
“ purfuit, when one of them laying hold of a 
** branch of acacia to hdp him to fet ^down, he 
“ was furprized to find that it remained in his 
** hand, and that the earth wherein it bad been 
rt planted had been newly dug. He fufpeited that 
** our refpettable matter might be buried there, 
“ after he was murdered. His brothers, to whom 
“ he communicated this fufpicion, refolvtd that 
“ moment to be fetisfied, and to dig up Ado- 
niram, if there, to depofit him in a place more 
f* worthy of him. 

“ They began to remove the earth that co- 
“ vered him , but they were under apprehensions, 
“ that the unfortunate fituation Adoniram might 
“ have been in, might have forced him to reveal 
** the mafter’s word : they deliberated what to do 
“ in fo critical a fituation, and they utvahimoufly 
** agreed to change it, in adopting that which 
“ they uttered at the firft fight of Adoniratn. The 
“ appearance of his dead Corpfe fttuck them 
“ with horror, they receded in terror, and their 
“ hands which they bad extended in form of an 
“ angle to the top of their foreheads, dropt upon 
“ their ftomach by natural impuHe. The matters 

adopted 
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M adopted the figri from that time, which is only 
“ given in the lodge. 

“ One of the matters approached to raife Ado- 
“ niram, took hbld of his hand, and the two 
“ firft (licking together by putrefa&ion, he in- 
“ formed his brethren in making life of the 
“ Hebrew word MACBENAC, that is to fay, 
“ the flejh cam from the bene. As this was the 
“ firft wofd which they uttered, it was eagerly 
“ adopted for the matter’s word, in the place of 
“ JEHOVAH, which till then was ufcd. 

“ So'ofndn ordered magnificent obfequies to be 
“ paid to the illuftrious matter deceafed, whole 
“ lofs occafioned fo great a vacancy in the temple: 
“ he was accordingly buried with great funeral 
“ pomp, and all the honours; upon his tomb- 
** done was engraved the ancient word, crowned 
“ with two branches of acacia.” 

The matter’s fign, word, and touch, are (acred 
things for a mafon : he (hiould adt with circum- 
(pedtion, when he is alked to give them, and lay 
it down as a fixed rule never to give them, but in 
a real and complete lodge. 

The apprentice puts his hand to his throat, 
the fellow- craft to his heart, and the matter raifes 
it to his head, this thumb being applied to his 
forehead, to let it afterwards drop to his ftomach. 

If he is required to give the touch, he prefents 
his right hand open, puts it into his brother’s, 
and advancing his fingers beyond the palm of his 
hand, in order to bend them and fqueeze the foot .• 
this is called the gripe. 

To give the word, you place your right knee 
againft bis left, pafs your left arm over each of 
his (houlders, and pronounce in a fbft tone in his 
right ear MAC, and in his left BEN AC. 

Let us fee, now, fays the moft refpe&able ma- 
tter, whether you remember perfedtiy the three 

things 
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things which compofe the eflence of mafonry: 
make the tour of the lodge, and give your bro- 
thers the mailer’s falute. 

I accordingly went round, and I had the plea- 
fure of making all my brothers throw themfelves' 
into ridiculous attitudes, by raifmg their hands ex- 
tended like an angle, then dropping it, then retiring 
a Hep, griping my fill, in bending their fingers, 
pulhing forward their knees, palling their hands 
over my fhoulders, and foftly whifpering to me, 
MAC and BENAC. 

After this round, the mailer undid the flap of 
my apron, which was fattened to one of my waift- 
' coat-buttons ; and told me, that in quality of ma- 
tter, I was at liberty to let it fall down : 'this ex-‘ 
tenfion of my prerogatives could not fail of gra- 
tifying my vanity. He then continued, I have 
recommended it to you, dear brother, tb be par- 
ticularly careful not to difplay any where but in 
the lodge, the dittinguilbing character of a ma- 
tter. Neverthelefs, if a brother ihould prefs you 
in a prophane place, you mult anfwer him with 
thefe words, the acacia is known to me ; and, in 
cafe, he infills upon it, you may give him the 
touch, but with precaution, in adding the watch 
word Giblim , without pronouncing the other. Our 
brother fpeaker will inllrudt you as to the reft. 

A Discourse from the Brother Speaker 
in the Master’s Lodge. 

Dear Brother, 

Y OU have hitherto been only in the ifle of 
the temple •, you may now go forward as 
far as the famftuary ; the veil which covered it is 
drawn afide, that you may view it. Call your 
eyes over this pi&ure drawn by the hands of the 
artift : it is the reprefentation of the tomb which

the wifeft of monarchs erc&ed over the refpe&able 
mafter, whofe memory we celebrate. The tears 
which furround it, exprefs the grief with which 
our hearts are penetrated, the branches recall to 
our memory the villainy of thofe fellow-craft 
who fteeped their hands in his blood, and this 
death makes us remember the tribute which we 
mud pay to nature. 

You obferve a Hebrew name, the flgnification of 
which you (hould be acquainted with ; it was for- 
merly confecrated for the mafter of the ancient 
lodge, but by reafon of our ignorance of what 
palled at the tragical end of Adoniram, the bre- 
thren were not allowed to ufe it after his death ; 
and we rather chofe to bury it with him, than to 
expofe ourfelv.es to the riique of ufing a word, 
which the prophane were acquainted with. Thefe 
initial letters'infcribed upon the head of the tomb, 
intimate the words your moft refpedable matters 
have adopted, your ears have heard it, and my 
tongue fears to prophane it by the repetition. 

You know, dear brother, and ufe mutt have 
taught it you, that the privilege of a mafon is 
to circumfcribe the paflions, and to manacle vice. 
His empire extends over virtue to make his mate 
faithful, and to make it as a compafs whereby to 
guide his actions. The prophane, whofe eyes are 
dazzled by the rays of light which we expand, 
fufpe&s that plealure only is our object ; alas ! 
we forgive his error on account of his blindnefs : 
our innocence is a flattering teftimony that fuffi- 
ciently fatisfies our hearts : and the grandeur of 
our works fufficiendy avenges his atrocious ca- 
lumnies. Dixit. 

After repeating this fpeech, the folemn orator 
refumed his place. 

He received general applaufe by the clappingof 
hands, and nine knocks, three by three. The 
i moft 
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moft refpedlable mafter, who had given the bro- 
thers leave to be feared to lifted to the panegyrift 
- of the virtues which are poflefied, or which ought 
to be poflefled by free-mafons, told them, that 
they could not exert themfelves too much with 
rclpeft to the myfteries of the order ; and that the 
better to inculcate them and inftru<5t me, he beg- 
ged to afk them the ufual queftions, inftead of re- 
ferring them for the table-lodge. 

As 1 intend giving a complete catechtfm In this 
place, I (hall range all the queftions in order, 
that they may appear in' one point of view, toge- 
ther with the manner of opening and doling the 
lodge. As fbme of the anfwers are erroneous, I 
lhall rectify them by rfbtes at the bottom of the 
page*, and, with refpedt to their j5recife meaning, 
I lhall leave the mafons and the prophane to give 
them juft what conftruftion they pleafe.

lingers, cry huzza ! huzza ! huzza ! and now the 
whole myllery is revealed. 

•This is a natural and juft deferiptionof the lodge 
where I learnt the ineffable fecrets of a mailer. 

. The brothers never meet without having a good 
repaft to requite them for their work, though this 
is often conBned to the table only. The four 
guineas which I paid to be received a mafter, were 
applied to the moiftening of our throats, and fet- 
ting our jaws to work. There were copious dis- 
charges of the artillery, with hundreds of huzzas ; 
fo that none deferted his piece as long as he was 
able to charge. 

Singing is allowed in thefe lodges : the mufi- 
cians are called brothers of talents as well as the 
draughtfmen : but I thought their talents in this 
•refpeft greatly mifapplied ; for their fongs were fo 
ftupid, and their mufic and voices fo bad, that I 
could not prevail upon myfelf to give attention 
enough to remember any of thefe harmonious 
■productions. 

I believe the reader is, by this time, pretty well 
fatisfied with refpeCl to mafonry, and 1 know no- 
thing that can be added, except fome eclaircifle- 
ments, with refpeCt to the conftitution of the bro-

A good underftanding is to.bekept up between 
the lodges, and all the brothers are to look upon 
themfelves as one and the fame family. 

The brothers are to give each ocher mutual at 
fiftance, let them be or whatsoever religion : and 
any one who (haH have refuted to give this affift- 
ance, without injuring himtelf^ will be proscribed. 


EXPLAr 
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Explanation of the Furniture of a Lodge, 
and of the Signs and Infcriptions of the 
Free-mafOns. 

T H E free-mafons have four forts of figns, 
which are taught them in the lodge ; namely, 
the manual, the pcdeftral, the guttural, and the 
pe&oral : thefe names fufficiently explain them- 
fclves ; but as a mafon is frequently not near enough 
his brother to give the touch, or to whifper, this 
deleft is fupplied by other methods of making 
himfeif known ; and all the figns are founded up- 
on the fame principle, which is the rule, or plumb- 
line. 

When you are at table, form a rule or angle 
with your knife and fork ; the mafon who ob- 
serves, will know that you have feen the light. 

When you drink* pufh your glafs about a foot 
before your ftomach, then draw it back in a ftrait 
line, and draw another line from the point of its 
termination, which together makes an angle. 

• When you makeule of your knife hold it flfait, 
the end of the handle upon the table, the finger 
extended upon the end pf the blade. 

When a pinch of fnuff is offered you, give 
thiee knocks upon the fnuff- box : in putting 
your hand forward, keep your fingers extended, 
and let your thumb form an- angle with your fore- 
finger : in putting the fnuff to your nofe, fmell at 
it three different times. 

When you haveoccafion for your handkerchief, 
extend your arm, let your handkerchief fall to 
unfold it, and this will form a regular angle. 

When you give a falute, deferibe an horizontal 
line with your hat, in keeping it as high as your 
hea J, arid then letting it drop in a ftrait line.

Sometimes it happens that indifcreet brothers 
will (ay too much before the prophane : in order to 
make them filent, you muft lay. It rains. 

When frce-mafons write, they fold their letter' 
in the (hape of an angle. 

The writing in the lodges is quite different from 
that of the prophane. The firft letters of their 
alphabet are formed by the junction of two per- 
pendiculars, and two horizontal lines which inter- 
left each other, and right angles, the laft of which 
form two equal angles obliquely difpofed, fee PI. 3. 
fig. 1. and 2. 

All the letters are there except J, K, and capi- 
tals : the firft feftion is an A, with a point it is a 
B, the fecond a C, with a point a D, and fo on of 
the reft : on the fecond figure, the letters are ufed 
as they are, without adding points. 

No round candlefticks are ufed in the lodges ; 
they are all triangular, as may be fecn, fig. 3. 

The grand matter’s apron is white leather lined 
with filk, and bound round with ribbons, fig. 4. 
The gloves they ufe are common, fig. 5. 

The trowel is an inftrument ufed only emblema- 
tically, to platter over the faults of the brothers. 
Upon the fide of it ate the rule and compals ; fee 
fig. 6. 

Fig. 7. contains the matter’s collar, fig. 8. the 
fenior warden’s collar, fig. 9. that of the junior 
warden. They take ofr thefe marks of honour, 
when they (hut the lodge, and they arc (hut up 
in a box, the keys of which are kept by the ma- 
tter and fccrctary.

Engfilh, “ Here we give and receive peace.” 

Medal 2d. Three hearts united. Upon the 
ergue, PeSora jungitamor , ptetafque lit wit atpao-. 
tes. In Englilfc, “ Love unites our hearts, and 
“ pietv ties the knot.” 

Medal 3d. Wifdom, ftrengtb, and beauty, with 
their attributes. Upon the exergue, Hicpofuere locum 
virtus, fapientia forma . In Englilh, “ Strength, 
“ wifdom, and beauty, have here fixed their abode*” 

In fome lodges, the following Latin verfes are 
hung up, faid to be the true portrait of a mafon ; 
how much the features refemble, let the reader 
determine.

I have nothing to add, but beg my brother- 
mafons will accept of my humble thanks, and be- 
lieve me penetrated with fentiments bf (he higheft 
efteem for their refpeftable mylleries. J*et diem 
continue the works of the temple, 1 mean of 
Bacchus, for he, in fsft, is their deity. As to me, 
who have fecn their performances, I am very well 
contented not to aflift; and 1 think, if juftice 
prevails, they (hould return me my money, as $ 
here give them back their fccrct.
